The County Fair. 


The proposition of B. Z. Taylor and 


others to the board of supervisors, asking 
that the board vote an appropriation ot 
85,000 to fit up the fair grounds in a suit- 
able manner, provided a new stock com- 
pany raises a like sum for the same pur- 
pose, was presented yesterday afternoon 
and was referred to A. T. Hill, Samuel 
Davis, James Freeman, Joseph Brown, 
Hiram Ward and W. J. Evans. The 
ojmmittee will report on the proposition 
this afternoon. It is not likely that the 
present board will make the $5,000 appro- 
priation; but it is probable that if a new 
company is formed with a capital stock 
of $20,000 to 825,000, guaranteeing a fair 
each year, with payment of premiums in 
full, the board will give such company a 
lease of the grounds for 25 to 60 years. 
Some of the supervisors feel a little shy of 
acting on the matter at this last meeting 
before the election, and Ihey think the 
question Bhould properly oome before the 
new members that will take their seata in 
June. 


The Decatur and Nlantlc Mines. 


The county board committee on mines 


and mining make very favorable reports 
of the condition of the Deoatnr and Nian- 
tio coal mines. The committee visited 
the Deoatur mine on January 12th, and 
found the shaft 612 feet deep; 175 men 
employed; coal taken out daily, 350 tonn; 
thickness of vein, 4 feet and 4 inches; es- 
capement shaft 100 feet deep; distance 
between shaft and escapement shaft, from 
one-half to three-fourths of a mile; ropes 
and machinery good; buildings not pro- 
tected with sheet iron as law directs; have 
good safety catches on cages. The air is 
good. The committee visited the Niantio 
mine on Jan. 13, and found the shaft 365 
feet deep; thickness of vein 5 feet and 8 
inches; men employed, 60; tons of coal 
taken out duily, 130; air and condition of 
mine, good; also ropes and safety catches; 
distance between mine and escapement 
shaft, 220 feet; buildings all protected 
with sheet iron. 


A. double tragedy was discovered last 


night at Loviugton, 21 miles south of 
Deoatur on the Midland railway. In the 
dwelling of the chief actor in the tragedy 
was found the bodies of Charles F. Big- 
gin and his aged wife, both shot through 
the head, and near by lying the weapon 
used by the old man in taking his own 
life and that of his wife. 


THE OHA6TI.Y. DISOOVBBY.

He was between 65 


and 70 years of age, and was last seen 
alive yesterday forenoon.

trouble. About a year ago he lost 81500 
of his hard-earned savings, in the col- 
lapse of the private bank at Lovington. 
This money he had saved up to invest in 
lands in the vest. Ever since the bank 
failure Mr. Biggin's mind has been af- 
fected. People noted the fact, but they 
never imagined that he would do himself 
or his wife injury. He- tells in the letter 
that he was weary of living, and would 
end his troubles by killing himself. He 
was formerly a constable at Lovington. 


The murderer and suicide leaves three 


grown children, one ot whom is in the 
restaurant business at Lovicgtoo.

ILLINOIS JANUARY WXATBBH. 


The Secretary of the State Board of Agri- 


culture has received reports from nearly eve- 
ry portion of. the State concerning the snow- 
fall sad temperature of the monlhof January. 
Some of those are fiom U. S. Signal Stations 
and others are from volunteer observers. The 
greatest snowfall was 20 Inches at Fnnn, and 
the least 4 5 Inches at Qolconda. The total 
fall for the central division averaged 1C 20 
inches, exceeding the average for the north- 
ern division by 3 75 Inches. Ihe total fall for 
the southern division was 11.85 inches, being 
a fraction of an Inth loss than the total for 
the northern dhlslon. The lowest mean tem- 
perature for the month Is reported from 
Marengo, 8.8 above; the highest from Cairo, 
29 8 above zero. The mean temperature for 
the northern division was 12 84 degrees, for 
the central 10 d4 degrees, for the southern 83.08 
degrees,

The highest 
temperature noted was at Mascoutab, 61 de- 
grees above zero. The greatest daily range 
was 24 degrees, at Centralla. The prevailing 
winds during the month were from the north- 
west At Chicago the precipitation during 
the month was 1.33 laches more than for the 
past fourteen years; at Springfield 70 of an 
inch more than for the past six years, and at 
Cairo 24 of an inch more than for the past 
fourteen years.

prove the fair grounds BO that a successful 
fair oan bo held in Macon county 1 Now let us 
look at this matter fairly and squarely. First, 
are agricultural fairs a bencilt to an agricul- 
tural district? If they are not, why do all our 
states hold such falra annually? Why <loca 
our legislature appropriate largo eumu of 
money every year to sustain them? We are 
sure if they were not considered of great 
value to our people our representatives would 
not sustain them. Then wo must acknowledge 
that state lalra are of sulliolent bencl't to our 
people to be sustained by our best posted men, 
our representatives. 


2nd. If stale fairs aro a bencttt, are not 


county fairs! equally beneficial? Do they not 
reach a class of our citizens that are not 
reached by state organizations, and do Rood 
equally in proportion to the amount of such 
people they reach? There are comparoti rely 
few of our people ablo to go to tbo state fain, 
while they can and will attend a good county 
fair held In their own county. Our legislature 
considers county fairs of benefit or they 
would not give to each county agricultural 
board $100 each year they bold a county fair. 
Now if tho great men of our si ate, the men 
elected by the people to represent them, say 
by their words, acts and the appropriation of 
the people's money that both state and county 
agricultural fairs are of bcncflt, why should 
our board of supervisors who are of tho name 
people, and elected by and to represent the 
same people, cot be willing to loud their aid 
and assistance by making an appropriation 
such as would secure to our county a success- 
fulfair? If they do not, they certainly are 
not representing a majority of their constitu- 
ents. As we have shown above, they are in 
favor of state and county fairs. 


We believe that tho county should not only 


give this f5,000 aekcd for, but Bhould (rive each 
and ovorj year a goodly sum for premlUDisso 
that the admission fee could be made 15 cents, 
and thereby get a great crowd and reach the 
class of people who would be moat bcncQted, 
and our county would be doing uo more for 
tho support of its fair than the state is anil baa 
teen doing for her fair.

Mr. Arthur has 
pven the country a conservative ad 
ninistration—not free from mistakes 
of course, but clean, manly and cred- 
Uble. 


In retiring from office Hr. Arthur 


• the more entitled to encomium be- 
cause he entered it under very em 
larraasing conditions. He had been 
rated merely as a "practical politi- 
cian," and his New York associations 
were regarded with special distrust 
He succeeded a president who had 
wen assassinated because he antag 
onized the faction witb which Arthur 
iad been identified. He was met at 
;he threshold of the White House 
with these spectres of the past But 
is began immediately to win the 
sympathy and good will of the peo- 
ple. 
He broke away from his old 


issociates. He did not lake advan 
;age of his accidental position to 
work out factional revenges. 
He 


assumed a new dignity and am 
bition commensurate with the high 
office to which he succeeded, and he 
soon inspired public confidence in 
lie intention and ability to adminis- 
ter the government in a fair and im- 
partial spirit 


A review of Arthur's administra- 


tion will show it to be free of eccen- 
tricities. He has been criticised in 
some quarters for dressing too well 
and Hving too freely, but the people 
as a whole find no fault with him for 
being a gentleman in appearance 
and demeanor, nor for maintaining 
the reputation of the White House 
for hospitality, which had fallen off 
under the Hayes administration. He 
outlined no striking policy during 
bia administration, except the recip- 
rocity treaties which failed, but his 
negative or quiescent course guard- 
ed him from mistakes. Mr. Arthur 
will pass into American history as 
one of the respectable presidents, 
and his career as chief magistrate is 
conspicuously honorable and brilliant 
as compared with that of Buchanan, 
with whose administration the Dem- 
ocratic party terminated its control 
of the government.

The Nlantlc Strike. 


'The following ai» the facts concerning 
the strike of coal miners at Niantic:

Tbe miners will not ac- 
cept the offer, on the grounds that they 
have not, previous to tbe reduction, been 
making more than a living; and to dig 
for 60 cento per ton they could not sup- 
port their families. On the other hand, 
the Ooal Company claim they are offering 
as much for digging coal as any of the 
mines which they have to compete with, 
and besides, they have no company store 
to require them to trade with them and 
they have the privilege of trading where 
they please. About 40 miners are out." 
It should be stated that there is now a 
famine of Niantio coal in that town, for 
the reason that the miners left none loose 
in the mine, and supplies must be pro- 
cured from outside points until the dis 
pute is settled. The men did not expect 
a cut until April 1st.

Taxes and Assessments. 


EDS. KEFUUITCAN —For several weeks past 


1 have noticed a number of articles in the 
Harold of this city relative to the duties of 
assessors, which are EO wide of the mark and 
BO dec> ptive ia their character as to cause one 
of their readers at least to inquire what eartn- 
y motire the writer had In deceiving his read- 
era as to the/ae<8 which he pretends to discuss. 
If the articles are intended to boom some one 
as a candidate for assessor, tbey will fall short 
of their mark as no one can stand upon Buoh 
a platform SB the Herald erects; the law and 
the facti would prove such an one too Igno- 
rant for the Intelligent discharge of his duties. 
If It is intended to show the local authorities 
how to raise a larger amount of revenue with- 
out going beyond the per cent, permitted oy 
the constitution and laws, then the writer 
must count without his host, u any such 
asseeiment contemplated by these articles will 
be promptly corrected, first by the County 
Board of Equalization, and last by the State 
Board of Equalization, as I shall show by the 
law and the practice under that law in due 
time, nrst declaring that I hare no candidate 
to boom for assessor. 


1st As to valuation? The law is plain and 


imperative; »s to valuation,all property must 
be placed at a "fair cash value." The Auditor 
of State instructs that the »aiue must be such 
as tbe property would sell fur at a wlmitar)/ 
sale So far there IB nothing faulty in the law. 
If there la any fault it must be with the assess- 
ors: and every assessor is alike culpable 
throughout the state. 


2(1. After the assessor has completed his 


woiktho Town Board meets to hear gricv- 
auces. A tax payer may have his assessment 
lowered on "grievance day," but no assess- 
ment can be raised unless the owner of the 
property has been notified to be present and 
show cause why the valuation put upon his 
property shall not be increased. Anyone can 
see at a glance that there is very little likeli- 
hood of equalizing taxes between individuals 
under this rule—and here Is whore a grave 
fault exists in the revenue law. 


35. After the adjournment of the Town 


Board on grievance day the assessor completes 
and returns his books to the county clerk. His 
duties as assessor and control over the books 
then cease, and no official undo" the law has 
anything further to do with (ndtclduol assess- 
ments. 


4th. The county clerk makes up an abstract 


from the assessor's books of the different 
towns in his county of the aooreoate values of 
each kind of property assessed, to-wit Im- 
proved lands, t—; unimproved lands,t-; im 
proved loti, $—; unimproved lots, $— Per- 
sonal property divided into some 36 different 
classes « The county supervisors then equal- 
izo the values between tuwns of tho county 
To illustrate If the town of Decatur should 
be thought assessed too high on lands G per cent 
(or any othe-amount) that per cent would bo 
deducted, and some other town, assessed too 
low on land0, raised, and so on with each item 
above enume atcd, no attention being paid to 
any difference between Individual assessments 
in the towns, tho aogtegate valuation of the 
entire town aln e being examined. 


6th Tho county cleik again makes an ab- 


stract of tho work ot the county board, (for 
the use of the State Board of Equalization,) 
ghiug tho assessor's valuation and the valua- 
tion as tqunliEed by the county board, piving 
only tho aggreaatce as set forth in my it^i 
division The State Boaid then iquali/o tho 
\ alues a*i between counties, just as tho county 
board did botwccn towns In Iho county. This 
equalization (whether an increase or deduo- 
tion of \alues) is certified to each of tho coun- 
ty clerks in the State, nnd fiom this last cquttl- 
Izition tho collector's books are made up and 
the tuxes are collected upon tht last valua- 
tion 


6th. Ihe State notifies the rate 01 per cent 


of Mate tax to tho county clerk All local 
authorities ceitiiy the aggregate nmotmtof 
inonpy they mod to tho county e'crk, who 
makes the rate. It is not within the prov ii ce 
of the city, town or school board, to fcay what 
per cent shall be levied, tnough they must 
have due rejrutd to thenmou7it Ihpy call for, 
lest they excu (1 the limit Ihey are required to 
ubseTvo So \oui leaders will seo that any 
ftortof Iho l< ml authorises to Increase the 
iseessed valu* of property in Decatur town- 
ship would In mot with resistance. First, from 
all taxpayers of tho tnwn outside of the city 
limits, ^ bo w >uld not bo willing to be assessed 
beyond the iato assessed in other parts of tho

Here I have lived from my youth, 
until now I am an old mat). Here 
the most sacred ties of earth were 
assumed. Here all my children were 
born and here one of them lies 
buried. 
To yon, dear friends, I owe 


all that I have, all that I am 
Al) 


the strange, checkered past seems 
to crowd now upon my mind. 
To- 


day I leave you. I go to assume a 
task more difficult than that which 
devolved upon Washington. Unless 
the great God who assisted him shall 
be with me and aid me, I must fail, 
but if the same omniscient mind and 
almighty arm that directed and pro- 
tected him guides and supports me, 
I shall not fail—I shall succeed. Let 
us all pray that the God of our fa- 
thers may not forsake us now. 
To 


Him I commend you all. 
Permit 


me to ask that with equal sincerity 
and faith, you invoke his wisdom 
and guidance for me. 
With these 


few words I must leave yon, for how 
long I know not. Friends, one and 
all, I now bid you an affectionate 
farewell.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Mifrch 4.—The 


culmination ot the National demonstra- 
tion in honor of tho President of the 
United States occurs to-day. Prepara- 
tions for the inaugural festivities on the 
grandest scale ever known were complete 
last night. Nothing but a fine day was 
desired to bring out the realization of the 
fondest hopes of the thousands who are 
here to participate. 
The weather bu- 


reau's predictions' were verified with the 
rising son, and the day opened with 
bright and beautiful weather. 


The skill and ingenuity of the decora- 


tor had been tested to the utmost, and 
every public building, the hotels and 
many of the residences show evidences 
of his workmanship. 
Pennsylvania ave- 


nue from the President's mansion to the 
Capitol, a distance of more than a mile, 
is one stretch of banners, bunting, flags 
and streamers. 
The demonstration is 


unprecedented in magnificence and un- 
rivaled iu magnitude. 


The city was astir early, and by nine 


o'clock mariial airs could be heard in 
every direction. 
Civic and military or- 


ganizations were marching to their re- 
spective rendezvous and streams of peo- 
ple were pushing their way to the line of 
march. 


Before nine o'clock the tide of people 


flowing to the Capitol was one flood. 
Around the building all was animation 
and bustle. 
Crowds of persons not for- 


tunate enough to secure tickets of ad- 
mission to the Senate, lounged listlessly 
about as if the coveted admission were 
to be won by patient and purposeless 
waiting. The number of passes issued, 
however, was not small, each Senator 
receiving live aacl each Representative 
two. 


As soon as the doors were opened the 


galleries of the Senate rapidly filled. 
Many holding tickets of admission to the 
Senate wing, but not to the galleries, 
filled the windows and corridors. 


Between nine and ten o'clock the mili- 


tary organizations began assembling on 
the cross streets of the Capitol Park, 
where they are to remain nntil after the 
Presidentelect has delivered his- Inau- 
gural address. The.sleht of marching 
troops-ascending Capitol Hill from all 
directions was a grand one, and the dif- 
ferent strains of music from the many 
bands had an inspiring effect on the mul- 
titudes. 


At 10; SO, the space at the east main 


entrance to the Capitol was literally 
packed with human beings. Many per- 
sons took positions on the steps of the 
House wing as early as seven o'clock in 
order to have a good view of the proceed- 
ings. Nearly as far as tho eye could 
reach from the Capitol in all directions 
the streets and avenues were crowded 
with military and social organizations. 


Both sides of Pennsylvania avenue from 


Eighteenthth street to the Capitol were 
lined with a surgin; mass of humanity. 
The stands erected along the route were 
crowded, and the greatest enthusiasm 
prevailed. 


At half past ten o'clock the Senate 


(o the incoming President the cheers of 
thousands of voices continually resound- 
ing about his carriage. Frequently Mr. 
Cleveland responded by lifting his hat. 
And so without incident or mishap, the 
Presidential party and escort reached the 
Capitol.

A Romance in Real Life Woven Aiound 


a Forty Million Dollar 


Legacy. 


, N. Y., March 11.—The wife 


of Deacon Sidney S. Brown, of Bagdad, 
near Gowanda, N. Y., has been acknowl- 
edged by the Court of Qneen's Bench as 
an heiress to the Lawrence Townley es- 
tate In England, valued at $100,000,000, 
about 40,000,000 of which is believed to 
be her doe. 


Before the opening of the present cen- 


tury Lord Townley owned a fine estate 
in England, and was the parent of a wil- 
ful but comely lass named May, who, de- 
spite herfather'sprotest, bccamc^engaged 
to one John Lawrence, a man of good 
family, but of no .considerable wealth. 
Ifailiug to conciliate the lady's father, the 
young people came to America and were 
married at Springfield, Mass. 
During 


much of the latter colonial period com- 
munication was but little carried on be- 
tween the mother country and America, 
and the father and daughter nev; 
be- 


came reconciled. 


Lord Townley died, and the family in 


England became extinct, for over flfty 
years the estate was in the hands of the 
English authorities, with no claimants, 
and might have remained so up to the 
present time but for the late war. 


In 1880, James Jacques was a Meth- 


odist D. D., located in Illinois, 
but 


when the 
war 
broke out 
in 
the 


following year 
he 
left his 
peaceful 


pursuit of the ministiy and enlisted as 
a private. Promotion soon followed 
for biavery, he being the individual who, 
unaided, arranged the meeting between 
Preside t Lincoln and Jefferson Davis, 
by means of which he hoped for a set- 
tlement of the difficulties. 


At the close of the war Colonel Jacques 


went to Springfield, Mass , to engage in 
the ministry, and while there accidentally 
ran across the record of the marriage of 
John Lawrence and Mary Townley. Being 
aware of the estate in England awaiting 
claimants, Colonel Jacques set about 
hunting up the he^rs. 
His investigation 


brought him to Govvauda, where he in- 
formed Mr? Brown that his, wife, who was 
a daughter of the late Judge Wdders, ot 
Spririgfleld, was a direct descendant of 
Mary Lawrence, and therefore one of tbe 
heirs of the vast estate. 


Mr. Brown executed bonds on the es- 


tate, raised sufficient money to prosecute 
the claim, and sent Colonel Jacques to 
Europe, whither he went after declining 
the position of Secretary of the Treas- 
ury under the late President Garfield. 


Soon after his arrival in England the 


Court of Queen's Bench decided ibat 
the claims of the American heirs was val- 
id, and since that time Colonel Jacques 
has been engaged in complying with the 
technicalities of the Enulish law. 


Mr. Brown has received a letter from 


Colonel Jacquis stating that he has mven 
two members of the House of Louis an 
interest in the estate, for which they are 
to procure an act directing the transfer 
of the piocceds of the estate to the 'Proas 
ury ol the United States. Colonel Jacques 
is to recover one-third of the estate for 
his labors! Sylvester Cowles, 1J.I). of 
Randolph, purchased bonds oothceslate 
aud is said to 
be very anxious to 


live until the final settlement, when ho 
expects $1£0,000. He is now over eighty 
years old, aud wants to lound off a use- 
ful career by endowing Hamilton College, 
from which he giadualed, with §40,000;
